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Announcements 


Register and List of Retail Traders who 
have withdrawn from Shop Premises 
in the United Kingdom 


(1) As announced by the President of the Board of Trade 
in the House of Commons on 19th January, the Board are now 
ready to accept applications for admission to the Register of 
Withdrawing Non-food Retail Traders. Registration will be 
confined to those traders who satisfy the following three condi- 
tions :-— 

(a) That they have closed a shop since 3rd September 1939 ; 

(b) That they have been in business for a substantial period 
before closing—ordinarily this will mean for a continuous spell 
of twelve months before withdrawal or, alternatively, for a total 
period of two years in the five years immediately preceding 
withdrawal ; 

(c) That they have traded in the categories of goods or services 
covered by the Location of Retail Businesses Orders, 1942 (see 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 24th August 1942, page 388, 
and 14th September 1942, page 420). 

A trader who has closed part of his shop, e.g., a floor, cannot 
register in respect of the closed part. 


(2) A trader who sells his business as a going concern will not 
be eligible for admission to the Register, but if he satisfies the 
conditions set out above his name will be recorded on a supple- 
mentary list. ; 


(3) There will be no fee for registration, and the information 
furnished by applicants will be treated as confidential. 


(4) It is thought that most established traders will be covered 
by the minimum period qualification set out in paragraph (1), 
but sympathetic consideration will be given to cases where this 
condition would operate harshly. The minimum period condition 
does not exclude traders who started business after the outbreak 
of war since there was no restriction on the opening of shops 
until Ist January 1942, and subsequently opening has been 
controlled by the Location of Retail Businesses Orders. 


@(5) Registration is limited to traders who have carried on a 
business in the goods or services covered by the Orders, since 
there is no restriction on the opening of new shops dealing in 
other goods and services. 


(6) It will be seen that a trader who closes a shop or shops 
but continues to trade from other shops can apply for registra- 
tion. But, as stated in paragraph (2), a trader who has sold his 
business as a going concern will not be eligible for admission to 
the Register in respect of that business. His name, however, 
will be recorded on a supplementary list if he satisfies the condi- 
tions set out in paragraph (1). The reason for this distinction 
is that traders on the Register will have established a strong 
prima facie case for specially favourable treatment when they 
apply for any licence that may be necessary to start their former 
businesses, whereas in the case of traders who have sold their 
businesses as going concerns, the presumption is that the sale 
has been an ordinary commercial transaction. Applications 
from such traders for licences will have to be considered very 
carefully in the light of the trader’s circumstances at the time, 
and of the problem as a whole. The existence of the List will, 
however, enable traders who have sold as going concerns to put 
on record information about their businesses and this may be of 
particular'importance in the not uncommon class of case where, 
owing to war circumstances, there has been a forced sale. 

(7) Application for registration will be by form (R.T.R.2), 
which can be obtained from local Chambers of Trade or Chambers 
of Commerce, Citizens’ Advice Bureaux, W.V.S. Village Repre- 





sentatives or the Board of Trade (at Neville House, Page Street, 
London, 8.W.1). Special steps are being taken to advise members 
of H.M. Forces serving at home and overseas, prisoners-of-war 
and members of the Merchant Navy, how to apply. Application 
may, in certain circumstances, be made by proxy. 

(8) The receipt of applications will be acknowledged as soon 
as possible. It may, however, be some considerable time before 
traders are told of the result of their application as, in view of 
the urgent manpower position, the staff available for the work 
of compiling the Register has to be kept down to the minimum. 


War-damaged Stocks 


The Board of Trade’s policy on supplies to bombed areas has 
in the past been to remove any restrictions on supplies of goods 
for the replacement of war-damaged trading stocks, but the 
General Licences, which in the past provided for quota-free 
replacement of war-damaged goods subject to limitation of 
supplies, did not guarantee that goods for this purpose would be 
available. Manufacturers and wholesalers have, in fact, done 
their best to supply bombed traders from the stocks at their 
disposal, and it is anticipated that they will continue to do so; 
but the Board have already warned traders that they will not 
always be able to count on full replacement of their destroyed 
stocks. In any case these licences are now of little effect, since 
comparatively few goods—and these not the most essential— 
are now subject to quota control. The Board now announce 
that what is left of the General Licences (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1209 
(Clothing and Textiles) ; S. R. & O. 1941 No. 2061, as amended 
by 8. R. & O. 1942 No. 1145 (Toilet Preparations) ; S. R. & O. 
1941 No. 1451, as amended by S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1144 (Miscel- 
laneous Goods) ) * will cease to operate after 31st January 1943, 
and that forms of declaration and application (B/R) will then 
no longer be valid. Any supplier who, on Ist February, has in 
his possession any form of application from a bombed trader 
for quota-free supplies should endorse on the form the total 
value of the controlled goods which he has already supplied and 
send the form to the Board of Trade, Northgate, Prince Albert 
Road, London, N.W.8. These licences which do not expire 
automatically will be revoked as from that date. 

For rationed clothing and textiles the existing General Licence 
has authorised coupon-free replacement. Now that coupon 
banking is in operation the need for making good a trader’s 
coupon loss is less urgent, since he will, as a rule, have coupons 
in the bank ; but the Board will be prepared to consider applica- 
tions from bombed traders for vouchers to make good the loss 
of coupon capital caused by the loss or damage of their stocks. 

Emergency Supplies. In any locality where stocks of necessary 


‘clothing have been destroyed the need for goods is likely to be 


more urgent than the need for coupons, and the retailers’ regular 
suppliers may not always be able to deliver the goods required 
without delay. Accordingly, the Board of Trade have arranged 
for the establishment, in a number of centres distributed over 
the country, of small emergency stocks of the more important 
articles of clothing from which goods can, at the request of the 
Board, be directed at short notice to a bombed town to meet 
actual consumer need. These goods will be sent free of coupon ;

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but the traders who receive them will be required at a later date 
to surrender an equivalent number of coupons to the Board. 

Crockery and hollow-ware have for some time been free of any 
restriction on supply. If in a bombed area there is an acute 
need for goods of this kind which is not rapidly met in the ordi- 
nary way from manufacturers and wholesalers, special arrange- 
ments which the Board have made for emsrgency supplies will 
come into operation. 

Salvaged Goods. As from Ist February retailers whose stocks 
of rationed goods have been damaged, but not destroyed, by 
enemy action, will be allowed under a General Licence (8. R. & O. 
1943 No. 70, price 1d.), to sell them for a reduced number of 
coupons, the reduction in the coupon value proportionate to the 
assessed reduction in the money value. For instance, if a 
woollen overcoat whose sound value was £4 10s. is retained by 
the retailer at a depreciated value of 30s., the coupon value 
will be reduced from 18 to 6 coupons, ’.e., one-third of the original 
number. This concession will apply only where the goods are 
sold retail within six months by the retailer in whose possession 
they were at the time of the damage. In order to take advantage 
of this concession the retailer must display prominently in his 
shop a notice in the following terms :— 

“ Until the (date to be inserted is six months after the date on 
which the damage was sustained), some goods in this establish- 
ment are held for sale at reduced coupon rates because they have 
sustained war damage. 

“This is under the authority of a licence dated 18th January 
1943, issued by the Board of Trade under the Consumer Rationing 
Order (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 70).” 


Exports to South Africa 


STOCKS OF CERTAIN TEXTILES IN THE HANDS OF 
EXPORTERS (REGISTERED AND UNREGISTERED) 
WHOSE NAMES ARE NOT INCLUDED ON THE 
MANUFACTURERS’OF KNITTED GOODS REGISTER. 


The Board of Trade announce that it has been decided to 
permit the exportation of a limited quantity of cotton interlock 
piece-goods and cotton made-up knitted garments to South 
Africa. Exporters (registered and unregistered) who are not 
manufacturers of knitted goods (i.e., who do not receive a yarn 
ration) and who had in stock on Ist December 1942, any such 
goods which they desire to export, should complete Application 
Form D (to be obtained from the Board of Trade, Export 
Licensing Department, Inveresk House, 346 Strand, London, 
W.C.2) in respect of the goods and send it to the Export Depart- 
ment, Board of Trade, East Court, West Walk, Leicester, not 
later than 30th January 1943. 

The applications must be accompanied by a certificate signed 
by the Director of the firm stating that the goods have been in 
the firm’s stocks since Ist December 1942, and were bought for 
export to South Africa on account of definite orders received 
before that date. 

The following details must be given. 

1. Description of goods ; 

2. Total quantity of goods (fabric in lbs.—garments in dozens). 

3. Approximate total weight of cotton yarn (in lbs.) used in the 
manufacture of the goods. Where goods are made from cotton 
mixed with other yarns, state also approximate weight of other 

arns. 

(4) Total value in £’s. 

N.B.—Applications from manufacturers of knitted goods to 
export goods (directly or indirectly) under the above scheme will 
not be considered. 


Clothing Distribution Committee 


REMINDER TO RETAILERS 


Retailers in the clothing trade who are affected by the Clothing 
Distribution Committee’s scheme for ensuring to small retailers 
fair shares of the limited supplies now available, are reminded 
that to secure their supplies under the scheme for the first period 
(Ist January to 3lst March 1943) they must send a formal 
declaration to each of their suppliers before 31st January. 

The declaration must state specifically 

(a) That the retailer desires to be included in the scheme ; 

(b) That the total turnover of all his business in the standard 
year 1939 did not exceed £5,000, and 

(c) The value of his purchases from the particular supplier in 
the standard year 1939. 

Retailers who do not send in these declarations by the closing 
date will not be able to claim the benefits of the scheme for the 
first quarter. They will, however, be able to enter the scheme 
for the second period, Ist April to 30th June, provided that they 
are eligible and that they send in their declarations before 
30th April. Once a retailer has entered the scheme and his 
claim has been accepted by his suppliers, it will not be necessary 
for him to make further declarations for subsequent periods. 

A leaflet has been published explaining the scheme in detail 
and showing which retailers are eligible to participate, what 
goods they are entitled to claim and how they should proceed

to secure their supplies. It also gives particulars of the obliga- 
tions resting on suppliers, both manufacturers and wholesalers. 
All classes of traders who are affected by the scheme, either as 
retailers or as suppliers, are advised to obtain a copy through 
any bookseller, newsagent or direct from H.M. Stationery Office, 
price 2d. 


Limitation of Supplies (Miscellaneous) Order 


QUOTAS FOR THE NEXT RESTRICTION PERIOD 


The Board of Trade announce that the quotas for the six 
months Ist February 1943 to 3lst July 1943 under the next 
Limitation of Supplies (Miscellaneous) Order will be as set out 
below. The standard period, as before, will be the year ended 
3lst May 1940 and the figures given in the following table, are 
the percentages of that years’ supplies which may be supplied 
in the forthcoming six months.

Leather goods, receptacles, and belts, etc., at present controlled 
in Class 10 of the Limitation of Supplies (Miscellaneous) (No. 16) 
Order, 1942,* will be subject to a separate Order from Ist 
February. The quota will be 5 per cent. (with an additional 
3 per cent. for firms taking part in approved reconcentration 
schemes) as at present and the prohibitions on the manufacture 
of certain goods, now imposed by the Miscellaneous Goods 
(Prohibition of Manufacture and Supply) Order, 1942, will be 
maintained in the new Order. A detailed announcement will 
be made shortly dealing with prohibitions to enforced specifica- 
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tions for travel goods. 


Small Manufacturers 

Registered manufacturers whose quotas for any class bring 
them below the £100 a month allowed to unregistered manu- 
facturers will be able to exceed their quota and supply up to 
£100 a month as at present allowed under the Limitation of 
Supplies (Miscellaneous) (No. 17) Order, 1942 (see the “ Board 
of Trade Journal ” of 21st September 1942, page 430). Persons 
availing themselves of this option should note that all supplies, 
including factored goods, government contracts, supplies under 
licence, and supplies to other registered persons, must be made 
within the £100 a month. 


Unregistered Manufacturers 

Unregistered manufacturers, who were manufacturing good: 
of any class on Ist December 1941, will be allowed to supply 
goods of that class up to £100 a month as at present.

Manufacture and Supply of Lace Goods 


The regulations governing the manufacture and supply of lace 
goods have been modified by the issue of the Lace (Manufacture 
and Supply) (No. 3) Directions, 1943 (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 83) 
which revoke and replace the Lace (Manufacture and Supply) 
(No. 2) Directions, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2386) made under 
the Apparel and Textiles Order 1942 and Licences issued under 
those Directions are automatically revoked. The chief changes 
from the previous Directions are-as follows :— 


(1) Manufacture 
The prohibition on the manufacture of lace goods except for 
Government orders remains as before, but 

(a) any registered person may carry out any process of dress- 
ing, bleaching, dyeing or finishing controlled goods 
without special licence. 

(b) the period during which lace goods of certain kinds and 
for certain purposes may be manufactured without 
special licence is extended to 3lst January 1943 (see 
sub-paragraphs (a)-(d) of paragraph 1 of the Directions). 

(c) during this period (up to the end of January 1943) the 
manufacture of lace goods is permitted for indirect as 
well as direct export by the manufacturer—but the 
manufacturer must have reasonable cause to believe that 
the goods he is manufacturing are intended for export. 


(2) Supply 

All restrictions under the Apparel and Textiles Order on the 
supply by registered persons of controlled goods of Class I are 
removed except on the supply or use of lace curtains or curtain 
net. As regards the supply and use of lace curtains and curtain 
net, no registered person may supply any such goods, or use 
them in the manufacture of other goods, except 


(i) under special licence from the Board of Trade. 

(ii) without special licence up to an amount such that the 
value of the total quantity of such goods, together with 
all other controlled goods of Class I, supplied by him 
since 30th November 1942 does not exceed £500 (i.e. this 
provision only applies to such persons, if any, who have 
not already supplied £500 worth of lace goods since 
30th November). 


Applications for licences to make additional supplies of lace 
curtains or curtain net should be addressed to the Board of 
Trade, Hawkins House, Dolphin Square, S.W.1, and should state 
the value of such goods held in stock on 3lst October 1942 (as 
stated on the forms already sent to the Board of Trade), and the 
value of any such goods supplied or used by the applicant since 
30th November. Licences will be given in the first instance for 
one-third of the value of such goods held on 31st October, less 
the value of such goods supplied since 30th November. In 
considering the issue of further licences account will be taken 
generally of the value of lace curtains received by registered 
persons from manufacturers since 31st October, so that they will 
be able to dispose of them in due course. The restriction on the 
supply of lace curtains and curtain net includes supplies made 
by export. 


Services Clothing Coupons 


At the request of the Service Departments the Board of Trade 
have agreed as from Ist January 1943 to allow officers of the 
British, Dominion and Allied Forces and their Nursing Services 
to use up to 21 of the Services Clothing Coupons issued to them 
for the maintenance of their kit, i.e., the Service coupons other 
than the blue ones (or, in the case of Naval Officers, to sign bills 
up to that coupon value) for any of the following items of re- 
creational clothing of civilian type :—

From Ist February 1943 until further notice, traders may 
supply items of civilian clothing in the appropriate list against 
the surrender of any Services clothing coupons except the blue 
coupons which are issued to newly commissioned officers for their 
initial outfits. (In the case of officers of the British, Dominion 
and Allied Navies, the Royal Marines, Officers of the W.R.N.S., 
and sisters of the Q.A.R.N.N.S. items in the appropriate list may 
be supplied against signed bills.) 
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Footwear 


In view of the difficulties connected with the supply of leather, 
it is essential that material should be used more economically 
in boot and shoe manufacture. For this purpose the Footwear 
(Manufacture and Supply) (No. 6) Directions, 1943 (S. R. & O. 
1943 No. 7, price 1d.) have been issued. These Directions, 
which came into force on Ist January, set out :— 

(1) That not more than 75 per cent. of a manufacturer’s 
production may have complete, or three-quarter, through soles 
of bend, butt or fore-end leather ; 

(2) That where bend, butt or fore-end leather is used for a 
top piece, the latter must be in two or three pieces if the top 
piece is more than 2} inches in length. 

The 75 per cent. is reckoned over a period which is :— 

(1) The period covered by special directions issued to a person 
whose name is on the register of manufacturers of footwear. 

(2) Any one month for a person whose name is not on the 
Register of Manufacturers of Footwear. 


Buying Permits for Rubber Boots 


The buying permits issued for rubber boots are at present of 
two kinds, those marked IF/1 which relate to “ all-rubber” 
boots of knee, thigh or three-quarter length, and those marked 
IF/2 which relate to ankle length and “ canvas-leg ”’ boots. 

Hitherto traders, in replenishing their stocks, have been 
allowed to use these permits interchangeably. Under the 
Footwear (Rubber and Industrial) (No. 3) Directions, 1943 
(S. R. & O. 1943 No. 60, price 1d.) this interchangeability will 
cease as from Monday, 16th January 1943. On and after that 
date, traders like consumers, must not be supplied with IF/2 
boots against IF/1 permits or vice versa. 

The supplying of rubber boots without permits against 
Factory Inspectors’ and similar certificates (hitherto permissible 
where the certificates were dated earlier than 15th June 1942) 
will also be prohibited from 18th January 1943. 


Consumer Rationing 


RATIONED GOODS FOR MERCHANT NAVY 


The Board of Trade have issued a General Licence (S. R. & O. 
1942 No. 2623, price 1d.) under the Consumer Rationing (No. 8) 
Order, 1941 (see the “ Board of Trade Journal ” of 17th January 
1942, page 39) enabling the Merchant Navy Supply Association 
Limited (“ Mensa ”’) to obtain supplies of rationed goods without 
the surrender of coupons against a declaration. 

The constitution of the Association requires that goods so 
purchased will be supplied only for the use of the British or 
Allied Merchant Navies and Fishing Fleets. 

“* Mensa ”’ has been formed at the instance of the Ministry of 
War Transport, which is represented on the Board of Directors, 
with the object of co-ordinating purchasing on behalf of the 
ship’s stores trades as a whole. This Licence, which has been 
issued in agreement with the Ministry of War Transport, will 
therefore generally facilitate supplies of rationed goods for the 
Merchant Navy. 


Knitted Garments 


The Board of Trade are preparing a new schedule of Specifica- 
tions for the manufacture of Utility Knitted Goods. The present 
specifications are being revised in the light of recent experience, 
and the new schedule is being designed to improve the quality 
of knitted goods, wherever the raw material position allows. 
In particular, the specifications for women’s Utility’ stockings 
are being tightened up in order to increase their durability and 
capacity for hard wear. 

Certain simplifications in styles will be adopted in order to 
increase the production of men’s and boys’ underwear. The 
manufacture of button front vests will be discontinued and only 
round neck vests will be made in future. Pants will also have a 
somewhat simplified finish. 


Trading with the Enemy 


ADVICE TO SHIPPERS 


With reference to the list published in the “‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ” of 9th January 1943, page 14, ‘‘ Pescador,” Portuguese 
flag, 332 tons, Transportes Mecanicos Mario Silva; “San 
Martin ”’ (ex Lahn), Argentine flag (Ex German), 8,498 tons, 
Argentine de Navegacion Lloyd Argentina S.A.; ‘ Belgrano” 
(Ex Nienburg), Argentine flag, 4,318 tons, Argentine de Nave- 
gacion Lloyd Argentina, 8.A.; “Santa Fe” (Ex Anatolia), 
Argentine flag, 2,446 tons, Argentine de Navegacion Lloyd 
Argentine, S.A.; and “ Tolteca,” Mexican flag, 100 tons, Cia 
Naviera de Cabotaje have been deleted from Statutory List (A). 
This list now reads as follows :—

Iceland 


EXPORT LICENCE REQUIREMENTS 


Discussions have taken place with the Government of the 
U.S.A. on the question of supplies for Iceland and agreement 
has now been reached. The general responsibility for meeting 
Icelandic requirements lies with the U.S.A., but there are 
certain classes of goods which will continue to be supplied 
from the United Kingdom in strictly limited quantities, supply 
and other considerations permitting. 

Accordingly, all exports to Iceland have been subjected to 
licence as from 15th January. Licences will not normally be 
granted, even where the goods are in process of manufacture or 
already on order, for any goods not appearing in the following 
list :— 

Chemicals (bicarbonate of soda, calcium chloride, caustic soda, 
*coal tar (refined), salt, sheep dip, washing soda); cement; 
charcoal; coal and coke; *cork and manufactures thereof; 
*explosives ; hides and skins and leather; non-metallic mineral 
materials and manufactures (including ‘*asbestos goods) ; 
*replacement parts for commercial radio transmitters and 
receivers (including valves) of types not obtainable in the 
United States of America; spare parts for British machinery ; 
spirits; textile goods of the following descriptions: cotton 
piece-goods, cordage and waste, hemp and sisal, jute goods, 
woo] (yarn, piece-goods, waste); *tinplate; vehicles of the 
following descriptions: bicycles and spare parts (including tyres 
and tubes), motor bicycles, *carts. 

Applications for licences to export items marked with an 
asterisk will be considered only on the basis of recommendations 
received from H.M. Consul-General at Reykjavik.

Uruguay—United States of America 


TRADE AGREEMENT 


The Board of Trade have received the text of a Trade Agree- 
ment between Uruguay and the United States, which was signed 
at Montevideo on 21st July 1942 and entered into force on 
Ist January 1943. 

The Agreement provides, inter alia, for reciprocal tariff 
reductions, particulars of which appear on pages 33-35 of this 
issue, and for reciprocal most favoured nation treatment in 
regard to Customs duties and related matters. The Agreement 
also provides that no discriminatory treatment shall be imposed 
in respect of quotas, prohibitions and other forms of restrictions 
or imports, or to any form of exchange control by either country 
over the transfer of payments for imports originating in the other 
country. 

The products of either country enumerated in the Schedules 
attached to the Agreement will not be subject to prohibition or 
quantitative restrictions, except where such restrictions are 
imposed in conjunction with Governmental measures which 
operate to regulate or control the production, supply, or prices 
of similar domestic articles. 

The Agreement applies on the part of the United States, to 
the continental United States and to the territories and posessions 
included in its Customs territory. The most favoured nation 
provisions of the Agreement will, however, apply to all goods of 
any territory (except the Panama Canal Zone) under the 
sovereignty or authority of the United States or Uruguay 
imported from, or exported to, any territory under the sove- 
reignty or authority of the other country. 

Exceptions to the Agreement are made concerning the advan- 
tages accorded to any third country as a result of a Customs 
union. The usual exception is also made for the special 
advantages accorded by the United States and its territories and 
possessions or the Panama Canal Zone, to one another, or to the 
Republic of Cuba. 

The Agreement will remain in force, subject to certain special 
provisions, for a period of three years. Provided notice to the 
contrary has not been given, the Agreement will continue in 
force after that period subject to termination on six months’ 
notice. 

By the exchange of two notes attached to the Agreement the 
United States undertake not to claim, temporarily, the benefit 
of any special exchange or quota preferences which Uruguay 
may accord to contiguous countries, Bolivia, or Paraguay, or to 
the “ sterling area ”’ as a result of the existing payments arrange- 
ment between the United Kingdom and Uruguay.

Apex (Trinidad) Oilfields 


MR. W. MACLACHLAN’S SPEECH 


The Twenty-third Ordinary General Meeting of Apex (Trinidad) 
Oilfields, Limited, was held on 14th January at Winchester House, 
Old Broad Street, London, E.C. 

Mr. Walter Maclachlan (Chairman of the company) presided. 

The Secretary (Mr. 8. H. Stacey) read the notice convening the 
meeting, and the report of the auditors was read by Mr. H. E. Harden, 
F.C.A., representing Messrs. Jackson, Pixley and Co. 

The Chairman said: Ladies and Gentlemen—I have pleasure in 
submitting the twenty-third annual report of the directors and the 
accounts for the financial year which ended on 30th September 1942. 
I assume we have your consent that these be taken as read. 

The balance-sheet shows that the share capital remains at £550,000 
the general reserve has been increased by £30,000 and now stands at 
£460,000, the reserve for taxation amounts to £368,682, and sundry 
creditors and provisions amount to £163,570. 


FIXED AND OTHER ASSETS 


On the other side of the balance-sheet the fixed assets now stand 
at £784,667, which represents the capital expenditure upon our 
property and its equipment and development after ample provision 
for amortization and depreciation. You will be interested to know 
that the whole of the wells now stand in our accounts at £174,002, 
which includes £63,350 expended on wells and locations not yet due 
for amortisation. The other assets consist of stores in stock and 
oil in storage £234,182, amounts due for oil sold £254,678, sundry 
debtors £14,616, tax reserve certificate £100,000, and cash at London, 
New York, and Trinidad £398,339. 

As will be seen from the profit and loss account the oil profits for 
the year amounted to £676,746, as compared with £583,754. After 
providing £242,084 for amortisation of wells, as compared with 
£235,112, and £15,534 for head office expenditure, the net profit for 
the year is £419,128, as compared with £335,467 for the previous 
year. 

DIVIDEND OF 30 PER CENT. 


If you will again refer to the balance-sheet you will see that the 
profit and loss account balance brought forward is £132,290; the 
total to be dealt with is thus £551,418. There has already been 
paid in respect of the past year an interim dividend, No. 44, of 124 
per cent. which, with the directors’ additional remuneration, 
amounted to £72,188. 

The reserve for taxation in the United Kingdom and Trinidad 
has taken £205,000, as compared with £131,000 for the previous 
year, and we have transferred £30,000 to general reserve in respect 
of future capital expenditure, leaving a balance of £244,230 at the 
credit of the profit and loss account. 

We now recommend the payment of a final dividend of 174 per 
cent., making a total of 30 per cent. for the year. As a result of 
Dominion income-tax relief, tax will be deducted from the total 
dividend for the year at 5s. 5d. instead of the standard rate of 10s. 
in the £, which represents a substantial benefit to our shareholders. 
In fact, the net return from our dividend of 30 per cent. for the year 
represents the equivalent of 43} per cent., less tax, at the full rate of 
10s. in the £. The balance of unappropriated profit to be carried 
forward will amount to £143,168. 


TRIBUTE TO MANAGEMENT AND STAFF 


I have great pleasure in referring once again to the very able 
management of our affairs in Trinidad by Mr. H. D. Fletcher, our 
general manager, and his staff. I am sure you will appreciate the 
excellent services they are rendering especially under existing 
conditions. I know you will desire to associate yourselves with this 
expression of our appreciation of their loyal and able services 
rendered to the company, and also to the national effort in main- 
taining the flow of our product, which is of such importance to the 
Fighting Forces. 

I also desire to refer to the services of the managing directors, 
the secretary, and the staff in this country. The work involved in 
administrating the affairs of the company under present conditions 
is very considerable, and I think you will agree that they also be 
included in this vote of thanks. 


THE RESOLUTION 


I now have pleasure in proposing: ‘‘ That the report of the direc- 
tors and the statement of accounts for the year ended 30th September 
1942, as submitted to this meeting be and are hereby received and 
adopted, and that the payment of interim dividend No 44 be con- 
firmed.” I may state that it is proposed to post the dividend warrants 
for the final dividend on or about 3rd February. 

Mr. F. A. Robinson seconded the resolution, which was carried 
unanimously without question or comment, and the proposed 
dividend was approved. ° 

The retiring directors (Brigadier-General Sir Samuel H. Wilson, 
G.C.M.G., K.C.B., K.B.E., and Mr. W. T. Anderson, C.B.E.) were 
re-elected, and the auditors (Messrs. Jackson, Pixley and Co.) were 
reappointed. 

The proceedings terminated with a hearty vote of thanks to the 
chairman, directors, management, and staff in Trinidad and London
